Ribicoff showed the draft res­ 
olution to Senate Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott. Sources 
said Scott objected to its lan­ 
guage. According to one ac­ 
count, Scott called Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and 
got from him language of a 
milder, more neutral draft res­ 
olution 
Scott, however, said he and 
Senate 
Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield drafted an al­ 
ternate resolution themselves. 
Scott and Mansfield brought 
their resolution to the floor 
shortly after noon yesterday 
without telling Ribicoff, sources 
said 
Under the rules it preempted 
other resolutions, and a half- 
dozen senators present in the 
nearly empty chamber, adopted 
it by voice vote with little floor 
discussion. 
The resolution said the Senate 
would "support the use of the 
good offices of the United 
States by the President and the 
secretary of state to urge the 
participants to bring about a 
cease-fire and return of the 
parties involved to lines and 
positions occupied by them 
prior to the outbreak of the 
current hostilities...” 
Scott later said Kissinger had 
told him he found "no fault” 
with the formula The adminis­ 
tration. later that day, stated 
much the same position in the 
United Nations 
Ribicoff said later, "1 don't 
think it’s a very good resolu­ 
tion " Jackson and Javits were 
unavailable to newsmen on the 
subject, but sources said they 
were annoyed over the method 
by which the resolution was 
passed 


Failure to grant Moscow 
most-favored-nation trade con­ 
cessions because of its immi­ 
gration policy might cause the 
Soviet Union to end the existing 
detente and revert to Cold War 
policies. Kissinger said. 


The secretary made these 
points yesterday in an address 
to the "Pacem In Terris” con­ 
ference sponsored by the Cen­ 
ter for the Study of Democratic 
Institutions. 
"Our policy with respect to 
detente is clear: We shall resist 
aggressive foreign policy. De­ 
tente cannot survive irresponsi­ 
bility in any area, including the 
Middle East,” Kissinger said 
Kissinger, who was heckled 
by several youths objecting to 
his role in U.S. Vietnam policy, 
did not mention directly the 
current fighting in the Middle 
East. He said only "We meet at 
a time when renewed conflict in 
the Middle East reminds us 
that international stability is 
always precarious and never to 
be taken for granted.”

2 350 cubic feet per second, 
much lower than an estimate of 
3,700 cubic feet per second 
based on m easurem ents at 
Corte Madera Creek 
In August, 1072, a letter to 
Mill Valley officials from Col. 
J 
L 
Lammie of the corps 
noted 
“ Recently com pleted 
studies resulted in a marked 
reduction in our estimate of the 
average annual flood damages 
in Mill Valley." In the report 
issued this year, the corps did 
not note that it had ever had 
higher estimates 
Some city officials conclude 
that if the corps had not put the 
stream gauge on the creek, the 
city might have ended up with 
a concre»e creekbed when it 
didn't need one 
"I was disgusted but not sur­ 
prised to learn that they went 
ahead and worked up an elabo­ 
rate scheme for structural mod­ 
ification of our little creek with­ 
out even having checked the 
stream flow data." said Mill 
Valley Mayor Jean S. Barnard 
"It should be an absolute must 
to know the stream flow ’* 
According to county engineer 
Murphy, the corps is not re­ 
quired to use stream gauges 
Some perfectly valid assump­ 
tions can be m ade without 
them .” be said “ It's nice to 
have them, but it’s expensive, 
and they take a long tim e." 
He noted that Coyote Creek in 
Tamalpais Valley was rechan 
neled without any measurement 
of creek flow with a gauge 
However, before Corte Madera 
Creek in Ross was modified, 
the corps had gauge figures 
Replying to Mayor Barnard. 
Col Lammie said “ It's highly 
speculative and erroneous to 
assume that we would have 
forced structural modification 
on Mill Valley against its will 
Nothing is done until the local 
people decide what they want to 
do."

BALTIMORE (UPI) -kludge 
Walter E. Ho ffman, determined 
to resist further delay s in a 
federal inv estigatio n o f Spiro T. 
Agnew, rejected a request y es­ 
terday by newsmen fo r po st­ 
po nement o f their replies to 
newsleak subpo enas, federal 
co urt so urces said to day . 
Ho ffman wasted no time turn­ 
ing do wn a petitio n by a gro up 
o f repo rters who asked that 
they be allo wed an ex tra week, 
until Oct. 18 , to respo nd to 
subpo enas to tell the v ice presi­ 
dent’s lawy ers so urces o f news 
leaks abo ut the inv estigatio n. 
Lawy ers fo r the repo rters un­ 
der subpo ena are ex pected to 
file a mo tio n to mo rro w to quash 
the subpo enas o n gro unds o f 
v io latio n o f their First Amend­ 
ment freedo m -o f-the-press 
rights. 
Co urt so urces said Ho ffman 
was insistent o n the grand jury 
pressing ahead with its inquiry 
o f charges inv o lv ing kickbacks, 
with o nly 17 day s remaining 
befo re the statuto ry limit ex ­ 
pires o n so me o f the allega­ 
tio ns. 
There was no wo rd o n who 
the grand jury wo uld be hear­ 
ing when it resumes its inv esti­ 
gatio n. Security co ntinued tight 
at the federal co urt ho use 
where it meets. The Justice 
Department argued Friday that 
Agnew was subject to indict­ 
ment while in o ffice, co ntrary 
to his co ntentio n o f immunity . 
Besides the co nstitutio nal im­ 
munity claim. Agnew s lawy ers 
so ught to halt the inv estigatio n 


o n gro unds o f prejudicial pub­ 
licity 
due 
to 
leaks 
abo ut 
pro gress o f the inquiry which 
Agnew charged came primarily 
fro m the Justice Department. 
In additio n to the repo rters’ 
request fo r a o ne-week delay 
fro m Thursday in reply ing fo r­ 
mally to subpo enas, the Justice 
Department y esterday called 
the Agnew publicity claim s 
friv o lo us, and asked Ho ffman to 
rev erse his decisio n allo wing 
subpo enas to be issued to news­ 
men. 
The department said it was 
willing to allo w to p o fficials to 
answer questio ns under o ath 
fro m Agnew lawy ers abo ut 
news leaks, but described the 
subpo enas fo r newsmen as 
“ fishing ex peditio ns.” 
The repo rters’ brief was filed 
with the federal co urt clerk who 
went to his o ffice to accept it 
altho ugh the co urtho use was 
clo sed fo r the Co lumbus Day 
ho liday . 
Ho ffman, repo rted stay ing in 
a mo tel in Alex andria, Va., was 
said to hav e no tified the clerk 
he was turning do wn the peti­ 
tio n and was quo ted: “ I am no t 
go ing to grant an ex tensio n o n 
any thing. There will be no hear­ 
ing.” 
Ho ffman no rmally sits in the 
U. S. district co urt fo r eastern 
Virginia at No rfo lk. He was 
assigned as superv ising judge 
fo r the grand jury inquiry into 
an alleged kickback scheme o f 
Mary land po litics after all fed­ 
eral judges in Mary land dis­ 
qualified themselv es.

UNITED NATIONS (UP1 ) - 
The U N 
Security Co uncil 
so ught way s y esterday o f end­ 
ing the renewed Middle East 
fighting but, as ex pected, was 
sharply div ided o n ho w to do so 
and heard no co ncrete pro po s­ 
als fo r sto pping it. 


The sessio n, called at U.S.

WASHINGTON (1 TPI) _ A 
fo rmer FBI agent to ld the Sen­ 
ate Watergate co mmittee to day 
ho w he arranged last y ear, 
while o n the federal go v ern­ 
ment pay ro ll, to spy o n Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie’s presiden­ 
tial campaign headquarters. 
Jo hn R. Buckley , 53, testified 
that he was directo r o f the 
inspectio n div isio n o f the Office 
o f Eco no mic Oppo rtunity when 
he hired a cab driv er to v o lun­ 
teer as a co urier fo r Muskie 
and then arranged to pho to ­ 
graph do cuments the cabbie 
carried fro m Muskie s do wn­ 
to wn Washingto n headquarters 
to his Senate o ffice. 
Buckley said his superio rs at 
the OEO knew no thing o f his 
clandestine activ ities. He said 
he was recruited fo r the jo b by 
Ken Rietz, who headed the 
Yo ung Vo ters Fo r Nix o n div i­ 
sio n o f the Co mmittee to Re­ 
elect the President (CRP). 
Buckley said he perso nally 
dev elo ped the film and turned it 
o v er ev ery nine o r 10 day s at 
street co rner m eetings first 
with Rietz and later with a man 
kno wn to him as “ Ed Warren." 
Buckley said he subsequently 
learned “ Ed Warren" was E 
Ho ward Hunt, an o rganizer o f 
the CRP campaign o f po litical 
espio nage, and co nv icted Wat­ 
ergate co nspirato r. 
Buckley said he spent $8 ,000 
o n the Muskie spy o peratio n, 
mo st o f it paid to the cabbie, 
Elmer Wy att. Buckley asked 
that he no t be required to men­ 
tio n Wv att’s name because “ he 


is o f adv anced age and has 
been ill,” but the request was 
refused. 
At a clo sed meeting prio r to 
this mo rning’s public sessio n, 
the co mmittee v o ted to hear 
testimo ny fro m Frank Man-

Judge Pushes On 
In Agnew Probe 


BALTIMORE (UPI) -Judge 
Walter E. Hoffman, determined 
to resist further delays in a 
federal investigation of Spiro T. 
Agnew, rejected a request yes­ 
terday by newsmen for post­ 
ponement of their replies to 
newsleak subpoenas, federal 
court sources said today. 
Hoffman wasted no time turn­ 
ing down a petition by a group 
of reporters who asked that 
they be allowed an extra week, 
until Oct. 18, to respond to 
subpoenas to tell the vice presi­ 
dent’s lawyers sources of news 
leaks about the investigation 
Lawyers for the reporters un­ 
der subpoena are expected to 
file a motion tomorrow to quash 
the subpoenas on grounds of 
violation of their First Amend­ 
ment freedom -of-the-press 
rights. 
Court sources said Hoffman 
was insistent on the grand jury 
pressing ahead with its inquiry 
of charges involving kickbacks, 
with only 17 days remaining 
before the statutory limit ex­ 
pires on some of the allega­ 
tions. 
There was no word on who 
the grand jury would be hear­ 
ing when it resumes its investi­ 
gation Security continued tight 
at the federal court house 
where it meets. The Justice 
Department argued Friday that 
Agnew was subject to indict­ 
ment while in office, contrary 
to his contention of immunity. 
Besides the constitutional im­ 
munity claim. Agnew s lawyers 
sought to halt the investigation 


on grounds of prejudicial pub­ 
licity due to leaks about 
progress of the inquiry which 
Agnew charged came primarily 
from the Justice Department. 
In addition to the reporters’ 
request for a one-week delay 
from Thursday in replying for­ 
mally to subpoenas, the Justice 
Department yesterday called 
the Agnew publicity claims 
frivolous, and asked Hoffman to 
reverse his decision allowing 
subpoenas to be issued to news­ 
men. 
The department said it was 
willing to allow top officials to 
answer questions under oath 
from Agnew lawyers about 
news leaks, but described the 
subpoenas for newsmen as 
“fishing expeditions ” 
The reporters’ brief was filed 
with the federal court clerk who 
went to his office to accept it 
although the courthouse was 
closed for the Columbus Day 
holiday. 
Hoffman, reported staying in 
a motel in Alexandria. Va , was 
said to have notified the clerk 
he was turning down the peti­ 
tion and was quoted “I am not 
going to grant an extension on 
anything. There will be no hear­ 
ing.”

UN Divided 
On Action 
In Mideast 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
The U N 
Security Council 
sought ways yesterday of end­ 
ing the renewed Middle East 
fighting but, as expected, was 
sharply divided on how to do so 
and heard no concrete propos­ 
als for stopping it.

reconciliation," Scali said. 
“ The least damaging way to 
bring this about is to have the 
parties concerned return to the 
positions before hostilities 
broke out,” he said, but did not 
suggest such a withdrawal as a 
formal proposal. 
“ Definitive judgments as to 
constructive action are difficult 
in view of the fluidity of the 
situation," he said “My gov­ 
ernment has itself made no 
such judgments."

Watergate Panel Hears Ex-FBI 
Agent Admit To Muskie Spying 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
former FBI agent told the Sen­ 
ate Watergate committee today 
how he arranged last year, 
while on the federal govern­ 
ment payroll, to spy on Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie’s presiden­ 
tial campaign headquarters. 
John R. Buckley, 53, testified 
that he was director of the 
inspection division erf the Office 
of Economic Opportunity when 
he hired a cab driver to volun­ 
teer as a courier for Muskie 
and then arranged to photo­ 
graph documents the cabbie 
carried from Muskie s down­ 
town Washington headquarters 
to his Senate office. 
Buckley said his superiors at 
the OEO knew nothing of his 
clandestine activities He said 
he was recruited for the job by 
Ken Rietz. who headed the 
Young Voters For Nixon divi­ 
sion of the Committee to Re­ 
elect the President (CRP). 
Buckley said he personally 
developed the film and turned it 
over every nine or 10 days at 
street corner meetings first 
with Rietz and later with a man 
known to him as “Ed Warren." 
Buckley said he subsequently 
learned “Ed Warren" was E. 
Howard Hunt, an organizer of 
the CRP campaign of pobtical 
espionage, and convicted Wat­ 
ergate conspirator 
Buckley said he spent $8,000 
on the Muskie spy operation, 
most of it paid to the cabbie. 
Elmer Wyatt 
Buckley asked 
that he not be required lo men­ 
tion Wvatt’s name because “he 


is of advanced age and has 
been ill,” but the request was 
refused. 
At a closed meeting prior to 
this morning’s public session, 
the committee voted to hear 
testimony from Frank Man- 
kiewicz, a top official of George 
S. McGovern’s campaign, and 
the manager of Muskie’s cam­ 
paign. Berl I. Bernhard, on 
Thursday. 
Republican staff members of 
the committee have previously 
questioned Mankiewicz and oth­ 
er figures in the McGovern and 
Muskie organizations as part of 
an effort to turn the hearings 
away from the investigation of 
GOP sabotage activities of 
Democrats to focus on possible 
questionable tactics by Demo­ 
crats toward Republicans.

Masters Remap Proposal Rapped 
As Unfair To Four Congressmen 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Rep. Paul N. McCloskey, R- 
Calif ., charged yesterday that a 
special m asters’ reapportion­ 
ment proposal would harm 
three fellow Republican con­ 
gressmen and one Democrat. 


McCloskey said in a brief 
filed with the state Supreme 
Court that the plan would re­ 
move 139,051 constituents from 
Rep Phillip Burton. D-Calif. 
In turn, according to the 
brief, 135,476 would be shifted 
from Burton’s district to Wil­ 
liam S. Mailliards, the brief 
said. 


McCloskey said the political 
effect would be to make Mail- 
liard's San Francisco-M arin 
district so heavily Democratic 
that he could have great diffi­ 
culty in winning a 12th term 


However, the lawmaker said, 
Burton’s district was so over­ 
whelmingly Democratic that 
even the infusion of thousands 
of GOP voters would not seri­ 
ously affect his chances of win­ 
ning re-election. 
McCloskey said there would 
be “great benefit in preserving 
constituent-representative rela­ 
tionships where possible ” He 
added that only 2,897 persons 
need to be transferred to equal 
ize the two San Francisco dis­ 
tricts. 
“Wholly without regard to 
protecting incumbent mem­ 
bers." the congressman told the 
court, “the experience gained 
through the years by a con­ 
gressman is of tremendous ben­ 
efit to both the nation and his 
constituents. 
“I doubt that Congressman 
Mailliard’s 10 years of experi­ 
ence with the Maritime and 
Foreign Affairs committees 
could be duplicated by anyone 
with less than a minimum of 10 
years service in Congress.” 
Mailliard is the ranking Re­ 


publican on the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. 


Tbe brief said the masters 
recommended the change in 
Mailliard’s district to have con­ 
gressional lines follow bounda­ 
ries of Assembly districts. This, 
it added, would mean “remov­ 
ing a third of his historic consti­ 
tuency, merely to satisfy an 
artificial principle ” 


McCloskey advanced similar 
arguments on behalf of Repub­ 
lican Reps Bob Wilson, Victor 
Veysey and Democrat Lionel 
van Deerlin. 
The masters submitted their 
plan to the Supreme Court on 
Aug 31. The final order will 
follow on the filing of protests. 
The court appointed the mas­ 


ters after the legislature and 
Gov. Ronald Reagan failed to 
reach agreement on how to 
remap congressional and legis­ 
lative districts to reflect popu­ 
lation changes 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Add 
the small almond nut to the 
growing list of shortages. 
The failure of the Italian 
crop, a limited Spanish crop 
and a weather-caused produc­ 
tion drop in California—which 
grows nearly half the world’s 
supply—have created an Inter­ 
nationa] insatiable almond de­ 
mand and a higher price, esti­ 
mated at twice last year’s. 
The total worldwide demand, 
for 1973 will be about 300 mil­ 
lion pounds, but* production will 
be only 325 million pounds, Rog­ 
er Baccigaluppi, California Al­ 
mond Growers’ Exchange mar­ 
keting executive, said in an 
interview. 
“Obviously you’re going to* 
have a shortage. Some people 
aren't going to stockpile and 
some are going to stop using 
them,” Baccigaluppi said. 
“This will be particularly true 
of major industry users consid­ 
ering almonds for confectionery 
products or cake mixes. 
“As far as the American con­ 
sumer going to the store to buy 
them, she’s not going to have 
trouble finding them, but she’s 
going to pay for them," he 
added. 
But Baccigaluppi also called 
the low production for 1973 “a 
single year situation" and pre­ 
dicted the price would level off 
in the future. 
The California almond crop 
was cut from an expected 200 
million shelled pounds to about 
155 million because of bad 
weather during the critical pol­ 
len months of February and 
March. 
The Sacramento-based ex­ 
change. which represents 4,600 
growers and about 70 per cent 
of all production in California, 
paid its members an average 
65.5 cents per pound last year. 
That figure is expected to dou­ 
ble this year—and be passed 
onto the consumer at the same 
rate 
Baccigaluppi said the retail 
price would equate on a world­ 


wide basis with the American 
consumer having to pay more 
for the local product and over­ 
seas customers will be paying 
less in terms of real dollars. 
Of the 155 million pound prod­ 
uct expected this year in Cali­ 
fornia, one half will go to do­ 
mestic U.S. use, which broken 
down is 35 per cent for candy, 
25 per cent for cooking and 
snacks, 12 per cent for ice 
cream and the rest for a varie­ 
ty of items. 
The other half, Baccigaluppi 
said, will bz exported to such 
countries as Japan, West Ger­ 
many, Sweden, France and 
Russia.

Frank Lloy d Wright believ ed 
that residential space shou ld 
prov ide priv acy and refu ge as 
well s stimu lation and ex cite­ 
ment. The “inward hou .se,’’ the 
late architect contended, shou ld 
alway s be u plifting, interesting 
and poetic. 
Now, one of his most poetic 
v is.ons has at last been trans­ 
lated into solid .stru ctu re here. 
The hou .se was designed by 
Wright in 1938, bu t it was final­ 
ly bu ilt at Taliesin West last 
fall. Bru ce Brook s Pfeiffer, di­ 
rector of archiv es for the Frank 
Lloy d Wright Fou ndation, acted 
as project architect. He shares 
ownership with his father, Ar­ 
thu r E. Pfeiffer. 
Here is a stru ctu re that em­ 
bodies the basic v alu es which 
Wright .striv ed to ex press. They 
are v alu es for which more and 
more people hu nger in an in­ 
creasingly crowded world. 
Wright, who based all his 
architectu re on the principle of 
the .sov ereignty of the indiv idu ­ 
al, said his aim was to bring 
both delight and dignity to ev ­ 
ery -day life. And, for that, he 
prov ed one does not begin with 
a look bu t a feel. How does — 
or shou ld — a hou se feel? The 
‘feel’’ became that ex tra di­ 
mension pu t there by spiritu al 
v alu es that enrich and ennoble, 
fie believ ed that wood and 
stone, steel and glass cou ld be 
assembled in a way that wou ld 
‘inv ite the sou l, elev ate the 
fieart, and restore the spirit.’’ 


BECAUSE HE insisted that a 
hou sework well for its inhabit­ 
ants and that it fu nction with 
comfort and conv enience, his 
aex t qu estion wou ld inev itably 
be, “How does it liv e?’’ 
He demonstrated that a shel­ 
ter cou ld enclose withou t con­ 
fining, that one cu ld hav e a 
sense of being protected, y et 
not feel shu t in. 


The Pfeiffer site and the 
hou se’s location on it were se­ 
lected to giv e complete priv acy 
as well as to ex ploit the v ista — 
mou ntains 20 miles to the sou th- 
sou theast .bey ond thou sands of 
acres of u ntou ched desert and 
the foothill against which the 
hou se is bu ilt. 
“ The hou se was first de­ 
signed for a bachelor in Califor­ 
nia who wished to mak e prov i­ 
sion for hou se gu ests, separated 
from his own liv ing space, as 
well as for himself,” say s Pfeif­ 
fer. That property was bor­ 
dered closely by neighbors on 
either side, bu t ex tended in one 
long direction, with an ocean 
v iew. The same conditions of 
close neighbors do not apply to 
u s. Bu t the same need for 
priv acy does” 
To the north, where the road 
approaches the hou .se, priv acy 
is prov ided by a six -foot garden 
wall. To the east, against the 
rising foothill the lou nge win­ 
dows are clear glass. To the 
west where the driv e cu rv es 
and enters the car cou rt, a gate 
between two large colu mns of­ 
fers v isu al protection from this 
angle. And that leav es the mag­ 
nificent v iew to the sou th. 
The gently cu rv ed roadway to 
the hou .se was laid ou t so that 
cars enter from behind the 
iou .se and then tu rn into the 
■iide. They neither obstru ct the 
v iew nor intru de on priv acy . 


“AS LO.NG as I hav e k nown 
Mr. W right,’’ say s Pfeiffer, 
‘this has been my fav orite 
lou se plan. It is a space con­ 
cept so far ahead of its time 
that it was new 35 y ears ago 
and it will be new 100 y ears 
from now. 
“This adv anced concept of 
liv ing .space composed entirely 
af circles, connected by a cov ­ 
ered patio, was an idea and a 
form that conserv ativ e clients 
and contractors cou ld not u n­ 
derstand. They back ed away .” 
Mrs. Wright, widow of the 
architect who died in 1959, took 
a great personal interest in the 
constru ction of this dwelling, 
she terms it her own personal 
‘dream hou se” and designated 
the desert site which it now 
accu pies. She say s, “This is a 
hou se of the fu tu re, set u pon the 
Arizona desert as thou gh it 
y v ere spu n ou t of materials 
from another planet,”

It was, in fact, Olgiv anna 
Lloy d Wright who first su ggest­ 
ed to her hu sband that he de­ 
sign a hou se based entirely on 
circles. 
She reminded him that ev ery ­ 
thing in natu re is alway s circu ­ 
lar — the trees, v ines, flowers, 
winds, wav es, she said, come in 
circles, arcs, and cu rv es. He 
cou ntered that he thou ght the 
squ are, the triangle, the hex a­ 
gon, and the rectangle, the 
shapes of pu re geometry , were 
the tru er elements of architec­ 
tu re. He added that he observ ed 
that snowflak es and other cry s­ 
tals were not rou nd, bu t angu ­ 
lar. 
•’Bu t cry stals.” Mrs. Wright 
replied, ‘‘are dead, not liv ing 
things.” She mu st hav e made 
her point, for within week s he 
presented to her the plan for 
this v ery hou se-of-circles now 
bu ilt by the Pfeiffers. Du ring 
his 7 4-y ear career, Wright de­ 
signed some 1,000 bu ildings and 
HOO were bu ilt, inclu ding the 
Marin Civ ic Center and Hall of 
Ju stice. 


FURNISHINGS IN the Arizo­ 
na dream hou se are sparse and 
the atmosphere u nclu ttered in 
line with the Wrightian prem­ 
ise: “Let the ornament and 
pattern of ou r hou ses be an 
integral part of the architec­ 
tu re, rather than an applied 
afterthou ght. Let u s eliminate 
from ou r homes all that is 
neither personally u sefu l nor 
personally beau tifu l.” 
Giv en this credo, almost all 
the fu rnishings and equ ipment 
are bu ilt in. The cu stom cabi­ 
network throu ghou t — inclu ding 
k itchen cabinets, drawers, clos­ 
ets, wardrobes, desk s, shelv es, 
and seats — is lu an mahogany 
in a light tan finish, all bu ilt on 
the cu rv e. Pfeiffer calls the 
•111 1,000 cost reasonable in v iew 
of retail fu rnitu re prices today . 
(Total cost of the hou se inclu d­ 
ing fu rnishings and landscap­ 
ing, bu t not the land, was $130,- 
0 0 0.) 
As to how his circu lar hou se 
liv es, Pfeiffer say s, “I wak e u p 
ev ery morning and pinch my ­ 
self to see if it’s all real. It is so 
beau tifu l and giv es me su ch 
joy ! I don’t see now how people 
can liv e in squ are rooms. Mr. 
Wright, as y ou k now, was 
try ing to av oid right-angle cor­ 
ners, both horizontally and v er­ 
tically , and he manages it com­ 
pletely in these circu lar 
rooms.” 
S peak ing g e ne ra lly of 
Wright’s v iews on priv acy , 
Pfeiffer said, “In his later hou s­ 
es he opened them to priv ate 
gardens if in the city and to 
dramatic v iews otherwise.

screened side of the hou se, in­ 
v iting bu t protecting occu pants 
from v iew of those approach­ 
ing. Often narrow, slot windows 
reliev ed the long blank walls 
facing the pu blic side of the 
hou se. Sometimes clerestory 
windows abov e the ey e of the 
passerby admitted light withou t 
sacrificing the priv acy of the 
owner 


“CONVENTION.AL 
AMERI­ 
CAN hou ses of the time when 
he was bu ilding pu t windows on 
all sides regardless of the lack 
of priv acy afforded the inhabit­ 
ants. Later came the large pic­ 
tu re windows, facing the street, 
which fu rther ex posed the occu ­ 
pants. In Mr. Wright’s hou ses 
there was alway s a sense of 
shelter prov ided by the broad 
roofs and by the v ery shape of 
the bu ildings themselv es. He 
designed no glass box es for his 
clients. Glass was u sed bu t it 
was protected.”

It was, in fact, Olgivanna 
Lloyd Wright who first suggest­ 
ed to her husband that he de­ 
sign a house based entirely on 
circles. 
She reminded him that every­ 
thing in nature is always circu­ 
lar — the trees, vines, flowers, 
winds, waves, she said, come in 
circles, arcs, and curves. He 
countered that he thought the 
square, the triangle, the hexa­ 
gon, and the rectangle, the 
shapes of pure geometry, were 
the truer elements of architec­ 
ture. He added that he observed 
that snowflakes and other crys­ 
tals were not round, but angu­ 
lar 
"But crystals,” Mrs. Wright 
replied, "are dead, not living 
things.” She must have made 
her point, for within weeks he 
presented to her the plan for 
this very house-of-circles now 
built by the Pfeiffers. During 
his 74-year career, Wright de­ 
signed some 1.000 buildings and 
600 were built, including the 
Marin Civic Center and Hall of 
Justice. 


FURNISHINGS IN the Arizo­ 
na dream house are sparse and 
the atmosphere uncluttered in 
line with the Wnghtian prem­ 
ise: 
"Let the ornament and 
pattern of our houses be an 
integral part of the architec­ 
ture, rather than an applied 
afterthought. Let us eliminate 
from our homes all that is 
neither personally useful nor 
personally beautiful ” 
Given this credo, almost aU 
the furnishings and equipment 
are built in. The custom cabi­ 
network throughout — including 
kitchen cabinets, drawers, clos­ 
ets. wardrobes, desks, shelves, 
and seats — is luan mahogany 
in a light tan finish, all built on 
the curve. Pfeiffer calls the 
$11,000 cost reasonable in view 
of retail furniture prices today. 
(Total cost of the house includ­ 
ing furnishings and landscap­ 
ing, but not the land, was $130,- 
000. ) 
As to how his circular house 
lives, Pfeiffer says, ‘‘I wake up 
every morning and pinch my­ 
self to see if it's all real. It is so 
beautiful and gives me such 
joy! I don't see now how people 
can live in square rooms. Mr. 
W right, as you know, was 
trying to avoid right-angie cor­ 
ners. both horizontally and ver­ 
tically, and he manages it com­ 
p le tely in th e se c ir c u la r | 
rooms.” 
S p e a k in g 
g e n e r a lly of 
W right's views on privacy. 
Pfeiffer said, "In his later hous 
es he opened them to private 
gardens if in the city and to 
dram atic views otherwise The : 
entrance

alw ays 
the 
screened side of the house, in 
viting but protecting occupants i 
from view of those approach 
ing. Often narrow, slot windows 
relieved the long blank walls j 
facing the public side of the 
house. Som etim es clerestory j 
windows above the eye of the 
passerby admitted light without 
sacrificing the privacy of the 
owner.

This second of five 
articles on “ The Inw ard 
House” tells of a Wright-de­ 
signed house embodying this 
ideal that was recently built 
at Scottsdale, Ariz.)

SCOTTSDALE, 
A riz.

Frank Lloyd Wright believed 
that residential space should 
provide privacy and refuge as 
well s stimulation and excite­ 
ment. The "inward house,” the 
late architect contended, should 
always be uplifting, interesting 
and poetic. 
Now, (me of his most poetic 
visions has at last been trans­ 
lated into solid structure here. 
The house was designed by 
Wright in 1938. but it was final­ 
ly built at Taliesin West last 
fall. Bruce Brooks Pfeiffer, di­ 
rector of archives for the Frank 
Lloyd Wright Foundation, acted 
as project architect. He shares 
ownership with his father, Ar­ 
thur E. Pfeiffer. 
Here is a structure that em­ 
bodies the basic values which 
Wright strived to express. They 
are values for which more and 
more people hunger in an in­ 
creasingly crowded world. 
Wright, who based all his 
architecture on the principle of 
the sovereignty of the individu­ 
al, said his aim was to bring 
both delight and dignity to ev­ 
ery-day life. And, for that, he 
proved one does not begin with 
j look but a feel. How does — 
or should — a house feel? The 
‘feel” became that extra di­ 
mension put there by spiritual 
values that enrich and ennoble. 
He believed that wood and 
stone, steel and glass could be 
assembled in a way that would 
‘invite the soul, elevate the 
heart, and restore the spirit.” 


BECAUSE HE insisted that a 
housework well for its inhabit­ 
ants and that it function with 
comfort and convenience, his 
next question would inevitably 
be. “ How does it live?” 
He demonstrated that a shel­ 
ter could enclose without con­ 
fining, that one culd have a 
sense of being protected, yet 
not feel shut in. 


The Pfeiffer site and the 
house’s location on it were se­ 
lected to give complete privacy 
as well as to exploit the vista — 
mountains 20 miles to the south 
southeast beyond thousands of 
acres of untouched desert and 
the foothill against which the 
house is built. 
“ The house was first de­ 
signed for a bachelor in Califor­ 
nia who wished to make provi­ 
sion for house guests, separated 
from his own living space, as 
well as for himself,” says Pfeif­ 
fer. That property was bor­ 
dered closely by neighbors on 
either side, but extended in one 
long direction, with an ocean 
view. The same conditions of 
close neighbors do not apply to 
us. 
But the same need for 
privacy does.” 
To the north, where the road 
approaches the house, privacy 
is provided by a six-foot garden 
wall. To the east, against the 
rising foothill the lounge win­ 
dows are clear glass. To the 
west where the drive curves 
and enters the car court, a gate 
between two large columns of­ 
fers visual protection from this 
angle. And that leaves the mag­ 
nificent view to the south. 
The gently curved roadway to 
the house was laid out so that 
cars enter from behind the 
nouse and then turn into the 
side. They neither obstruct the 
view nor intrude on privacy. 


“AS LONG as I have known 
Mr. W right,” says Pfeiffer, 
this has been my favorite 
muse plan. It is a space con­ 
cept so far ahead of its time 
hat it was new 35 years ago 
and it will be new 100 years 
rom now. 
“This advanced concept of 
living space composed entirely 
Df circles, connected by a cov­ 
ered patio, was an idea and a 
form that conservative clients 
and contractors could not un- 
ierstand They backed away.” 
Mrs. Wright, widow of the 
architect who died in 1959, took 
a great personal interest in the 
construction of this dwelling 
She terms it her own personal 
‘dream house” and designated 
the desert site which it now 
iccupies. She says, “This is a 
nouse of the future, set upon the 
Arizona desert as though it 
were spun out of materials 
from another planet ”

ing, so y ou know th ere is little 
th at is u niqu e abou t th e floor 
p lan or arch itectu ral detailing. 
You cou ld find th is room ’s twin 
in ev ery city . Th e renters want­ 
ed to do some simp le th ings to 
ch ange th is interior from th e 
carbon cop ies on ev ery floor in 
th e bu ilding. 


Step one was th e installation 
of sh iny v iny l flooring and th e 
creation of a raised floor sec­ 
tion against one wall. Step two 
inclu ded th e design and bu ild­ 
ing of v ertical storage u nits 
from th is raised section to th e 
ceiling. 


Th ere are bonu ses in starting 
at th is lev el.

We h av e become limited in 
ou r u se of ru gs Th e word itself 
com es from a word meaning 
coarse cov erlet. Th e American 
Indian ru gs were actu ally blan­ 
kets th at were also worn as 
cloth ing. Th e finest designs 
were conceiv ed to look righ t 
wh en drap ed arou nd a ch ief or 
elder. 


So ru gs do h av e a p lace in 
ou r liv es oth er th an on floors. 
Th ey ca n be u sed as wall art, 
th rown across th e back of a 
sofa, u sed as a table cov er (if 
not too bu lky in constru ction) or 
laid atop a solid colored bed­ 
cov er as ex tra decoration. 


IF YOU'RE into th e h and- 
making of ru gs su ch as ry a 
braid or h ooking, try to th ink of 
nonfloor u ses for y ou r work. 
Small p illow cov ers of h ooking 
or ry a 
make interesting ac­ 
cents. Bolero jackets can be 
embellish ed with fine y arns by 
u sing a h ooking needle. 


Carp et squ ares or broadloom 
carp eting can be u sed to cov er 
a kick-su rface of a breakfast 
bar in th e family room, and th e 
wall of a ch ild’s room can be 
su rfaced in sou nd-deadening, 
scar-p roof carp et.

that is unique' about the floor 
plan or architectural detailing.

Step one was the installation 
of shiny vinyl flooring and the 
creation of a raised floor sec­ 
tion against one wall.

IF YOU’RE into the hand 
making of rugs such as rya 
braid or h ik in g , try to think of 
nonfloor uses for your work. 
Small pillow covers of hooking 
or rya make interesting ac­ 
cents. Bolero jackets can be 
embellished with fine yarns by 
using a hooking needle 


Carpet squares or broadloom 
carpeting can be used to cover 
a kick surface of a breakfast 
bar in the family room, and the 
wall of a child’s room can be 
surfaced in sound-deadening, 
scar proof carpet The material 
is there waiting for us All we 
have to do is turn on the 
creativity. *

Wins Right 
To A Trial 


A defendant's nght to a jury 
tnal ov er the wishes of a mu­ 
nicip al court judge has b een 
up held m a Mann Sup erior 
Court ruling. 
Judge Charles Read Best 
ruled that Municip al Judge 
Rob ert A. Smallman erred in 
the case of Floyd Frederick 
Meyer, 45, of Cup ertino, cited 
Jan. 21 b y the California High­ 
way Patrol for driv ing in the 
fast lane with a trailer and 
hav ing an op en container of 
alcohol in his car 
Smallman reduced the misde­ 
meanor charges, which entitle 
a defendant to a jury trial, to 
infractions, which do not. 
But Fred A 
Hurv ich, an 
American Civ il Lib erties Union 
attorney, filed suit to b lock 
Smallman s ruling, saying the 
judge may decide the offenses 
were infractions, b ut a conv ic­ 
tion would affect his client’s 
driv ing record and insurance 
rates just as a misdemeanor 
would 
Best ordered Meyer's case 
returned to municip al court for 
setting of a jury tnal. 
Hurv ich said the ruling will 
halt Smallman s p ractice of re­ 
ducing misdemeanors in cases 
where the defendant’s driv ing 
record and the nature of the 
alleged offense warrant it. 


Year-Round School 
Study: Mill Valley 


The Mill Valley School Dis­ 
trict will form committees at 
each of its schools as well as a 
districtwide committee to study 
whether to switch a school to a 
year-round p rogram in the near 
future, the district b oard decid­ 
ed last night. 


According to Sup t. Peter 
Palches, the committees will 
include administrators, teach­ 
ers, p arents and known op p t* 
nents of year-round schools 


Under a year-round p rogram, 
students hav e sev eral v acations 
scattered throughout the year 
instead of one long summer 
v acation 


The b oard discussed starting 
such a year-round school in 
1974-75, b ut did not commit 
itself to that date. Palches said. 


The committees will poll p ar­ 
ents at each school to see what 
kind of school year they want 
and will contact the Sausalito 
School District and Tamalp ais 
Union High School District to 
see how a year-round school 
p rogram could b e coordinated 
with p rograms in those dis­ 
tricts. 


Palches said the b oard re­ 
fused his request that 75 p er 
cent of the p arents in a school 
should want the system b efore 
it could b e set up in their 
school. He said that the b oard 
did not want to tie itself to a 
sp ecific mathematical lev el and 
decided that all that was need- 


Wheezing Child 
May Not Be III 


CHICAGO (UPD - A young 
child's wheeze may not b e 
caused b y asthma. 
Dr. Arthur H. Rosenb lum, a 
p ediatric allergist, says the 
b reathing difficulty could well 
b e caused b y something stuck 
in an airway. Dr. Rosenb lum 
cautions his colleagues to ex­ 
amine more closely the next 
time they see a wheezing child. 
If a foreign b ody in the child’s 
airway is neglected, the p hysi­ 
cian says, it “may result in 
v ery serious p ulmonary comp li­ 
cations including lung ab scess 
and p neumonia.’’ The doctor’s 
caution was in a p ap er p resent­ 
ed to a recent joint meeting of 
the Chicago Societies of Allergy 
and Pediatrics.

The v ictim testified during a 
p reliminary hearing that she 
was rap ed and forced to com­ 
mit an act of oral sex with 
Halb erstadt, who gav e her a 
ride at a Mill Valley b us stop 
July 12. 


Instead of taxing her to San 
Francisco, where she liv es, the 
woman said he took her to a 
b unker area on the Marin head­ 
lands and assaulted her. 


WASHINGTON (UPD -The 
Supreme Court ag reed today to 
rule on the constitutionality of a 
prov ision in military law, dat­ 
ing back to colonial day s, under 
which two men were prosecuted 
for protesting the Vietnam War. 
The court will hear argu­ 
ments in the case and hand 
down a written opinion. 
Two 
lower federal courts ruled the 
prov ision unconstitutional on 
g rounds it was so v ag ue an 
indiv idual mig ht not realize he 
was v iolating it. 
The prov ision of the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice forb ids 
“all disorders and neglects to 
the p rejudice of the good order 
and discip line in the armed 
forces” (and) “all conduct of a 
nature to b ring discredit up on 
the armed forces. ” 
The “general article” was 
used in the p rosecution of Cap t. 
Howard B. Lev y, a skin sp ecial­ 
ist who refused to train Army 
medics for Vietnam serv ice, 
and Marine Pv t. Mark Av rech, 
court-martialed and conv icted 
of trying to p ub lish an antiwar 
statement on Vietnam 


In the first working day of its 
fall term, the Court also: 


Refused to inv olv e itself fur­ 
ther in a federal judge’s p rop os­ 
al to comb ine the p redominant­ 
ly b lack school system in 
Richmond, Va., with those of 
two white sub urb s 


Rejected a numb er of re­ 
quests to reconsider its ruling 
last June estab lishing a new 
definition of ob scenity and giv ­ 
ing local jurisdictions wide lati­ 
tude in estab lishing their own 
rules on p ornograp hy. It also 
rejected a request b y Virginia 
to clarify the “community stan­ 
dards" test. 


Refused to allow the state of 
Georgia to sue President Nixon 
directly in the high court to 
contest his imp oundment of ap ­ 
p rop riated funds for highways, 
education and p ollution. 


Refused to hear a challenge 
to a federal law outlawing ra­ 
cial "b lockb usting" b y real es­ 
tate op erators.

Study: Mill Valley

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Supreme Court agreed today to 
rule on the constitutionality of a 
provision in military law, dat­ 
ing back to colonial days, under 
which two men were prosecuted 
for protesting the Vietnam War. 
The court will hear argu­ 
ments in the case and hand 
down a written opinion Two 
lower federal courts ruled the 
provision unconstitutional on 
grounds it was so vague an 
individual might not realize he 
was violating it. 
The provision of the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice forbids 
“all disorders and neglects to 
the prejudice of the good order 
and discipline in the armed 
forces" (and) “all conduct of a 
nature to bring discredit upon 
the armed forces." 
The “general article" was 
used in the prosecution of Capt. 
Howard B. Levy, a skin special­ 
ist who refused to train Army 
medics for Vietnam service, 
and Marine Pvt. Mark Avrech, 
court-martialed and convicted 
of trying to publish an antiwar 
statement on Vietnam 
In the first working day of rts 
fall term, the Court also: 


Refused to involve itself fur­ 
ther in a federal judge’s propos 
al to combine the predominant­ 
ly black school system in 
Richmond. Va , with those of 
two white suburbs. 
Rejected a number of re­ 
quests to reconsider its ruling 
last June establishing a new 
definition of obscenity and giv­ 
ing local jurisdictions wide lati­ 
tude in establishing their own 
rules on pornography. It also 
rejected a request by Virginia 
to clarify the “community stan­

Refused to allow the state erf 
Georgia to sue President Nixon 
directly in the high court to 
contest his impoundment of ap­ 
propriated funds for highways, 
education and pollution 
Refused to hear a challenge 
to a federal law outlawing ra­ 
cial “blockbusting" by real es­ 
tate operators 


Refused to reconsider a rul­ 
ing that a newspaper may be 
compelled to stop listing sex 
preferences in its help-wanted 
ads; and refused to hear an 
appeal of a ruling that a store 
is entitled to pay female sales 
personnel less than males in 
certain circumstances 
Agreed to rule on whether 
welfare assistance to strikers 
interferes with the freedom of 
collective bargaining. 
Turned down an appeal by 
Richard P. McCoy Jr., a Viet­ 
nam veteran sentenced to 45 
years in prison for hijacking a 
United Airlines plane in April 
1972, and collecting $500,000 in 
ransom. 
Agreed to decide whether 
state laws denying former fel­ 
ons the right to vote are uncon­ 
stitutional The justices will 
bear oral arguments and hand 
down a written opinion later 
this term on an appeal from a 
March 30, 1973, ruling by the 
California Supreme Court that 
struck down the state disen­ 
franchisement laws.

State Official Proposes 
Insuring The Insured

Establishm ent of a life insurance guar­ 
anty fund has been called for by State 
In su ra n ce C om m issioner G leeson L 
Payne His recommendation is a positive 
action 
to protect 
policy holders from 
insurance company failures. 


This is the latest effort of the crusading 
com missioner, who. in his short tenure on 
the job. has shown a marked concern for 
the buyers of insurance. It is a refreshing 
contrast to the laissez faire stance held 
by most of the previous occupants of the 
office, who seemed more protective of 
the companies than of the public 


It 
is 
also irksome to some of the 
companies. For Payne was a successful 
insurance executive 
before taking the 
job. Because of this, his strong moves to 
' insure” the insured from sharp pra c­ 
tices 
and 
inadvertent failures ca rries 
weight. He speaks with experience and 
knowledge. It is distressing to some in 
the 
business who had hoped to have 
another "rubber stam p” in charge of 
regulating them. 
His actions to halt misleading "com e- 
on” advertising shook some of the com ­ 
panies. His campaign now to force upon 
them a guaranty fund has stirred others 
even more.

'They look to the regulator to keep 
financially unsound companies from sell­ 
ing insurance in C alifornia," he said. 
"Bu t insolvencies will occur despite the 
best efforts of regulation, and when they 
do. they cause serious financial loss and 
personal hardships." 


What Payne is advocating is creation of 
a trust fund by pre-assessm ents of all 
companies selling life and disability in­ 
surance. The fund would be used to pay 
claim s against a company which becam e 
insolvent. Earnings from the fund w-ould 
be used to pay back the contributions 
after the fund had reached a set goal. 


The proposal seems fair and reasona­ 
ble It also appears to be an essential for 
consumer protection. One may well won­ 
der why it wasn't done long ago. As 
Payne says, insurance company failures 
do occur. At present two California com ­ 
panies are in conservatorship. 


TH ERE IS NOTHING so novel about 
his proposal either. California has such a 
fund in connection with property and 
casualty insurance. New York has had a 
life guaranty fund for some years and 11 
other states have enacted laws requinng 
it since 1970. 
Efforts to enact sim ilar legislation here 
have run into powerful opposition from 
certain insurance companies. A bill au­ 
thored by Assemblyman Waddie Deddeh, 
D-Chula Vista, has cleared the Assembly 
but is bottled up in the Senate. Some 
companies a re dead set against it while 
others are at odds over the methods of its 
operation. 
Some feel there should be a tax-offset 
incentive. Others argue for a post-assess­ 
ment. But post-assessm ent would make 
the successful companies pay the full 
freight of the failures. Pre-assessm ent 
would assure that those that failed had 
paid something toward the protection 
against such a n event. 
As Pa yne conte nds, the a bse nce 
of such 
a fund me a ns the innoce nt a nd le a st a ble 
to shoulde r the misfortune a re the one s 
who suffe r. “ The cost of p rote cting 
a ga inst this by ma inta ining a gua ra nty 
fund is infinite sima l while the cost to the 
individua l ha ving truste d in a worthle ss 
policy ca n be ca ta strophic," he sa ys.

Establishment of a life insurance guar­ 
anty fund has been called for by State 
Insurance Commissioner Gleeson L 
Payne His recommendation is a positive 
action to protect policy holders from 
insurance company failures. 


Thi> is the latest effort of the crusading 
commissioner, who. in his short tenure on 
the job. has shown a marked concern for 
the buyers of insurance It is a refreshing 
contrast to the laissez faire stance held 
by most of the previous occupants of the 
office, who seemed more protective of 
the companies than of the public 


It is also irksome to some of the 
companies For Payne was a successful 
insurance executive before taking the 
job Because of this, his strong moves to 
'■insure” the insured from sharp prac­ 
tices and inadvertent failures carries 
weight. He speaks with experience and 
knowledge.

Efforts to enact similar legislation here 
have run into powerful opposition from 
certain insurance companies. A bill au­ 
thored by Assemblyman Waddie Deddeh, 
D-Chula Vista, has cleared the Assembly 
but is bottled up in the Senate Some 
companies are dead set against it while 
others are at odds over the methods of its 
operation 
Some feel there should be a tax-offset 
incentive.

The 
only new housing now being built for the 
poor involves government subsidies and 
tax preferences to builder and lender, 
and private enterprise has totally 
dropped out of the market of building 
homes which low income families can 
afford. 
THAT HAS BEEN TRUE for more 
than a generation and no one expects it to 
change. The economics are such that 
private enterprise probably will never 
again be able to buiJd housing for low or 
even low-moderate income families with­ 
out government help. 
Nevertheless, a society cannot he 
called civilized unless it provides shelter 
for all its people. 
Nixon says the system of government 
help to builder and lender is flawed 
because it assumes that the basic prob­ 
lem is lack of housing, rather than lack 
of income 
Housing Secretary James T. Ly nn does 
not expect that private enterprise will 
suddenly find a new way to build housing 
lor the poor under the proposed, new set-

up, even with low-income families getting 
direct cash payments for housing. 
The cash payments would have to be so 
large as to be totally unacceptable to 
Congress for the poor to be able to afford 
the private housing now coming onto the 
market. 


UNDER THE NEW proposal, Lynn 
expects private enterprise will still be 
building new housing for those who can 
afford it without government help. As the 
more affluent move into the new housing, 
vacancies supposedly will develop which 
the poor could afford with the direct 
government payments. 
This does not mean that the housing 
available would be substandard. In his 
housing message to Congress, Nixon as­ 
sured that the cash payment would be 
enough to provide a low-income family 
with “ safe and sanitary" housing. 
Hand-me-down housing for the poor 
would also solve another problem which 
has been plaguing the nation. Moderate 
income families have resented seeing 
welfare families move into new housing 
projects which moderate income families 
cannot afford but subsidize for others. 
Lynn also isn’t troubled by another 
charge voiced against the proposed 
change in housing policy toward the 
poor 
that instead of providing more 
housing for the poor, it would just lead to 
inflation, with private landlords merely 
upping the price of housing to match the 
new subsidy. He says the answer to that 
is the housing boom which he expects to 
last through the decade of the ’70s. In 
specific tight housing markets, he says 
the government could take special steps

“ The state itself can break 
that monopoly," Alioto later 
told a $10-a-p!ate banquet of 800 
supporters 
The mayor also told the news 
conference that the Legislature 
should make a “ full investiga­ 
tion” of overall geothermal de­ 
velopment in California 
In the face of the "energy 
crisis,” he said, the Sonoma 
geysers, controlled mostly by 
Union Oil, should be turned 
loose to generate electrical 
power for customers other than 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
“ Development of that field is 
being governed by the heavy, 
hand of monopoly power rather 
than wide-open competition.” 
he said. 
He said the “ geysers” are 
capable of producing between 


2.000 and 25,000 megawatts of 
electricity and that each 1,000 
megawatts is the equivalent of 
a nuclear power plant or the 
burning of 10 million barrels of 
oil. 
He said the “ geysers” should 
be developed “ pell mell” like a 
second “ gold rush." 
The mayor said nine small 
cities comprising the Northern 
California power agency had 
applied unsuccessfully for sup­ 
ply contracts from the “ gey­ 
sers.” Each sell power 
There ought to be litigation 
to compel Union Oil to sell to 
these nine cities,” Alioto said, 
adding in response to a question 
that the cities had consulted his 
law office about such a lawsuit.

Vo n Daniken, who ex pressed 
his v iews y esterday at a press 
co nference, was v isiting Marin 
prio r to to night’s public appear­ 
ance at 8 o ’clo ck in the gy mna­ 
sium at Co llege o f Marin 
He has spent nearly 20 y ears 
researching his theo ry thro ugh 
such ancient materials as the 
writings o f the Biblical pro ph­ 
ets, the bo o ks o f the Tibetan 
lamas, sto ne relics o f the May ­ 
as and Incas, the py ramids and 
hundreds o f ancient temples to 
unnamed go ds. 
But v o n Daniken was also 
quick to add that his theo ry 
do es no t alter his belief in o ne

read the Old Testament careful­ 
ly ,” he said. Fro m the Old 
Testament, v o n Daniken went 
to the ancient translatio ns o f 
the Sumerians, and fo und, he 
said, that many parts o f the 
bo o k o f Mo ses did no t belo ng. 
“ They were o lder, much o lder 
tex ts,” he said. 
Vo n Daniken, who said he has 
been attacked wo rldwide fo r his 
speculatio ns o n the Bible, be 
liev es that many o f his theo ries 
can be pro v en thro ugh Biblical 


writings. 
The pro phet Ezekiel’s de­ 
scriptio n o f fiery chario ts is 
actually an unso phisticated ac­ 
co unt o f an adv anced space­ 
ship, said v o n Daniken, adding 
that NASA space engineer J o sef 
F. Blumrich has scientifically 
ex amined and suppo rted this 
theo ry . 
With a mo dem v iew, he said, 
scientists can co me to the same 
co nclusio n. “ All scho lars hav e 
lo o ked to the Old Testament 
with y esterday ’s ey es. I am 
attacking parts o f the Old Tes­ 
tament and giv ing new po ssible 
ex planatio ns fo r it,” he said. 
Vo n Daniken speculates that 
Earth was v isited by these men 
fo r a perio d o f abo ut 20 y ears. 
They interbred fo r two reaso ns, 
he said, fear and a time ele­ 
ment. 
“ I speculate that the co m 
mand ship did no t land but was 
in o rbit,” said v o n Daniken, 
“ and the co mmander o f the 
ship was po ssibly go ing o n o th­ 
er missio ns ” 
“ I speculate,” he co ntinued, 
“ with a go o d basis, that gro und 
statio ns were set up to co llect 
data.” Fearing that the co m­ 
mand ship might no t co me 
back, and thinking that perhaps 
they wo uld hav e to pass their 
life o n this planet, the men 
started to impart to it their o wn 
intelligent life, he said. 


“ There was also the po ssibili­ 
ty that their o wn civ ilizatio n 
didn’t ex ist any mo re,” say s v o n 
Daniken, so they v isited a se­ 
ries o f planets, passing o n intel­ 
ligence so they wo uld alway s 
hav e a place in time to v isit. 
“ I feel that these v isito rs 
fro m o uter space wo uldn’t hav e 
left this planet witho ut leav ing 
ev idence o f their presence,” he 
said. “ Indicatio ns o f these 
space trav ellers were left in the 
sy mbo ls o f ancient Egy pt and 
Sumeria.” 
The astro nauts “ put so me 
identificatio n 
in 
mankind's 
p ast,” he said, “ pro o f that 
co uld o nly be understo o d by 
generatio ns that make space 
trav el.” 
Fo r the future, v o n Daniken 
sees no o ther alternativ e than 
to co lo nize o uter space. “ Man 
h as alway s needed a bigger 
v iew to end his o wn little diffi­ 
culties," he said 
“ We hav e to understand that 
we all liv e o n o ne ball. Peace 
will co me with space trav el.” 
“ What is intelligence?” he 
asked 
“ Intelligence is to ask 
questio ns and find o ut why and 
fo r what reaso ns things hap­ 
p en .” 
What if o ur science has all 
the answers so meday , he quer­ 
ied. “ What nex t? Well lo o k to 
the sky . The intelligent go to 
th e co smo s.”

said it would beep if a patient 's 
heart is going too fast, too slow 
or exhibiting a twitching behav­ 
ior called “ prem ature ventncu 
lar contraction.” 
Severe heart seizures, called 
ventricular fibrillations, often 
are preceded for several hours 
by PVCs, Gofman said

Swiss-born author Erich von 
Daniken. a speculation that has 
been both damned and lauded 
by readers of his first of three 
b o o k s on e x t r a t e r r e s t r i a l 
beings, “Chariots of the Gods’ ” 
It is also possible, says von 
Daniken. that these men. so 
different in intelligence and ap­ 
p e a ra n c e from e a rly m an, 
could have been labeled gods 
And using the scripture that 
says man was created in God s 
image, speculates von Daniken, 
“our development through the 
ages is a m irror to what has 
happened before, on a planet 
millions of light years aw ay.” 
Von Daniken, who expressed 
his views yesterday at a press 
conference, was visiting Marin 
prior to tonight’s public appear­ 
ance at 8 o’clock in the gym na­ 
sium at College of Marin 
He has spent nearly 20 years 
researching his theory through 
such ancient m aterials as the 
writings of the Biblical proph­ 
ets, the books of the Tibetan 
lam as, stone relics of the May­ 
as and Incas, the pyram ids and 
hundreds of ancient tem ples to 
unnamed gods 
But von Daniken was also 
quick to add that his theory 
does not alter his belief in one 
omnipotent god. 
“ I have a deep belief in God, 
and if my theory is right, it has 
nothing to do with God.” said 
the 38-year-old von Daniken. 
“ I didn't lose my God," he 
said, "before I had a little God 
What I have now is a univeral 
God. much bigger than before 
God is timeless, something we 
cannot distinguish " 
His quest

in Zoffingen, Switzer 
land.

Ancient astronaut theory 


to understand (religion) is to 
read the Old Testam ent careful­ 
ly,” he said. 
From the Old 
Testam ent, von Daniken went 
to the ancient translations of 
the Sum erians, and found, he 
said, that many parts of the 
book of Moses did not belong 
They were older, much older 
texts,” he said 
Von Daniken. who said he has 
been attacked worldwide for his 
speculations on the Bible, be­ 
lieves that many of his theories 
can be proven through Biblical 


writings. 
The prophet E zek iel’s d e­ 
scription of fiery chariots is 
actually an unsophisticated ac­ 
count of an advanced space­ 
ship, said von Daniken, adding 
that NASA space engineer Josef 
F 
Blumrich has scientifically 
examined and supported this 
theory. 
With a modem view, he said, 
scientists can come to the sam e 
conclusion. “ All scholars have 
looked to the Old Testam ent 
with yesterday’s eyes. 
I am 
attacking parts of the Old Tes­ 
tam ent and giving new possible 
explanations for it,” he said 
Von Daniken speculates that 
Earth was visited by these men 
for a penod of about 20 years. 
They interbred for two reasons, 
he said, fear and a tim e ele­ 
ment. 
“ I speculate that the com­ 
mand ship did not land but was 
in orbit," said von Daniken, 
and the com m ander of the 
ship was possibly going on oth­ 
er missions ” 
“ I speculate,” he continued, 
with a good basis, that ground 
stations were set up to collect 
data.” Fearing that the com ­ 
m and ship m ight not com e 
back, and thinking that perhaps 
they would have to pass their 
life on this planet, the men 
started to im part to it their own 
intelligent life, he said 


“ There was also the possibili­ 
ty that their own civilization 
didn’t exist anym ore.” says von 
Daniken, so they visited a se 
ries of planets, passing on intel 
ligence so they would always 
have a place in time to visit. 
“ 1 
feel that these* visitors 
from outer space wouldn’t have 
left this planet without leaving 
evidence of their presence.” he 
said 
“ In d icatio n s of these 
space travellers were left in the 
symbols of ancient Egypt and 
Sum eria.” 
The a stro n a u ts “ put som e 
id en tificatio n 
in 
m an k in d ’s 
p a s t," he said, “ proof that 
could only be understood by 
generations that make space 
travel " 
For the future, von Daniken 
sees no other alternative than 
to colonize outer space. “ Man 
has always needed a bigger 
view to end his own little diffi­ 
culties," he said 
We have to understand that 
we all live on one ball. Peace 
will come with space travel ” 
“ What is intelligence’ " he 
asked 
“ Intelligence is to ask 
questions and find out why and 
for what reasons things hap 
pen." 
What if our science has all 
the answ ers someday, he quer­ 
ied, “ What next? We'll look to 
the sky 
The intelligent go to 
the cosmos ”

And so do the three watchtow- 
ers and 
b arb ed-wire fencing 
that protect her home v illage of 
Damb i-Angola. 
Alb ertina is head of the ten 
17-to-l^-year-old girls who form 
Damb i-Angola s Girls Militia, a 
wing of the v illage’s larger self- 
defense force. Though she has 
nev er fired her sub machine gun 
at guerrillas and seems laugh­ 
ingly alarm ed at the idea, still 
she has b een trained to use the 
weapon and can do so in em er­ 
gencies. G u errillas hav e a t­ 
tacked 
Damb i-Angola sev eral 
times 
AJb ertina is 19 If she looks 
only 14 b y American standards, 
the reason may b e that she 
experienced a period of pro­ 
longed undernourishm ent as a 
child. Twelv e years ago in Qui 
texe, a nearb y town, anti-Portu­ 
guese guerrillas murdered set­ 
tlers, triggering Portugal's first 
m odem colonial reb ellion in Af­ 
rica 
The harsh Portuguese repres­ 
sion in response of the reb ellion 
forced most of this a rea ’s peo­ 
ple to liv e for a time ui the 
dense forests that cloak the 
surrounding hills. Forest liv ing 
is full of the kind of hardship 
that often leav es a mark. Ev en 
so. guerrillas (estimated at 1,- 
500 to 2.500 men along with 
som e civ ilians» still re m ain 
there 
For b oth Alb ertina and the 
Portuguese the .journey to D am ­ 
b i-Angola v illage has b een a 
long one 
Independent ob serv ers here 
express 
surprise 
that 
Portu­ 
guese b landishm ents hav e won 
greater support from tins re­ 
gion's peasants than has the 
guerrillas' political indoctrina­ 
tion 
But after literally centu­ 
ries of exploiting .Africans, the 
Portuguese seem at last to b e 
changing 
their 
ways 
Or 
at 
least they hav e changed suffi­ 
ciently to more than hold their 
own against the guerrillas. 
In the 12 years since Quitexe, 
the Portuguese seem to hav e 
realized the v alue of countering 
guerrilla sub v ersion b y tangib ly 
raising liv ing standards. 
The Portuguese hav e gath­ 


ered into v illages people who 
used to liv e scattered across 
the land. This has b oth com pli­ 
cated guerrilla access to them 
and giv en the 
Portuguese a 
chance to prov ide the v illages 
with 
wells, 
schools, 
sanitary’ 
fa c ilitie s, and d isp e n sa rie s. 
Some v illages now are supplied 
with electricity; Damb i-Angola 
has had it for two years. 
Most men here farm coffee 
on small holdings of their own 
Some earn as much as $1,000 a 
year, a high annual income b y 
rural African standards, and 
hav e b ank accounts in Luanda, 
the capital. Some v illages hav e 
formed coffee producers’ coop­ 
erativ es. 
The guerrillas cannot com ­ 
pete with these m aterial b ene­ 
fits, especially guerrilla mov e­ 
m ents like the Popular Union 
for Angola (UPA), which oper­ 
ates in this area. The Union has 
b een accused of “ mountain-top- 
ism ," of sitting around parcel­ 
ing out the m inistries of Ango­ 
la's future gov ernm ent rather 
than doing through political ed­ 
ucation work among the peas­ 
ants. 
Because of these factors, the 
Portuguese say, the guerrillas 
hav e troub le holding their sup­ 
porters. Down the road at Cam- 
b eje, form er UP A activ its and 
supporters who hav e surren­ 
dered to the Portuguese are 
b uilding a 
v illage for them ­ 
selv es. 
Among them is Francisco Al­ 
exandre da Cunha. He denies 
ev er fighting for the UPA b ut 
adm its to hav ing commanded 
units of crop-growing civ ilians 
Before surrendering in Feb ru­ 
ary. he had spent almost 12 
years in the forest 
He finally decided to leav e 
the forest when he met Moniz, a 
form er guerrilla who had come 
b ack looking for his family. .As 
Francisco tells the story, he 
had thought the P ortu gu ese 
would kill Moniz When he saw 
him aliv e, he decided to surren­ 
der too The fact that his wife 
had just had their first child 
may hav e influenced his deci­ 
sion 
The ev idence of Damb i-Ango­ 
la and Camb eje suggests that 
the Portuguese can giv e this 
region's peoples sufficient m a­ 
terial b enefits to hold the guer­ 
rillas at b ay. But these v ery 
b enefits may yet awaken new 
aspirations which cannot b e so 
easily contained

Arth ritis Of F eet Is Common 
Among Those With Rheumatism 


Arthritis of the feet Ls especially common 
among persons with rheum atism elsewhere. 
It is often neglected and missed b ecause the 
pain is b lamed on fallen arches or poorly 
fitted shoes. The joints of the foot are more 
difficult to exam ine, yet statistics show that 
many types of arthritis inv olv e the feet as 
often as the hands Ninety per cent of those 
with rheum atoid arthritis hav e some foot 
inv olv ement. 
M istakes in diagnosis are understandab le 
b ecause the arches of the foot 
------------------ 
are made up of joints that are 
held together b y fib rous tissues. 
Tb e spaces b etween the joints 
are separated b y smooth synov ­ 
ial 
m em b ranes that enhance 
the 
action 
of 
these 
sm all 
hinges. 


THEY ALSO add flexib ility to 
the foot. /Ml of these tissues are 
inv olv ed initially in rheum atoid 
arthritis and create considera­ 
b le swelling. In time, tb e b ones 
thicken and the joint itself b e­ 
comes stiff. The ensuing de­ 
form ities depend 
upon 
the 
forces of weight b earing, mus­ 
cle action, and shoes that do not 
fit properly. 
Rigidity of the foot is due to 
inflam m atory scar tissue and 
adds to the distress. Once rigid 
flat 
foot 
dev elops, the 
b ony 
prom inences, especially of the 
m etatarsal joints, b ecome ten­ 
der 
This corresponds to the 
transv erse arch just b ehind the 
toes. The skin (sole» ov er these 
b ones b ecomes calloused and 
extrem ely tender. It is no fun to 
walk “ on your arthritis.” T reat­ 
ment is aimed at taking the 
weight off the painful spots and 
is not unlike that used to reliev e 
arch troub le 


SEVERAL YEARS ago we 
receiv ed a letter from a middle- 
aged man who had b een treated 
for painful 
arches for 
more 
than 
20 
years. Special shoes 
fitted with felt pads lessened 
the pressure on his m etatarsal 
b ones Once when the pain was 
m ore acu te than usual, his 
physician in jected cortison e 
into the most tender joint With­ 
in an hour, tb e pain sub sided 
and he 
was com fortab le for 
weeks thereafter. Did he hav e 
arthritis or ordinary arch trou­ 
b le? My guess is that it was ! 
arthritis. 
The b asic treatm ent for ar­ 
thritic feet is sim ilar to that of 
arthritis elsewhere. If you are 
too heav y, lose weight. Keep up 
your spirits, b ecause mood is 
reflected in a person’s walk 
Special shoes with well-placed 
felt pads or molded intersoles 
may b e necessary to shift the 
weight away from the tender 
joint. When conserv ativ e m ea­ 
su res fail, su rgery m ay b e 
needed

This stress is 
increased when deep squats are 
done w’hile holding weights on 
the shoulder. Furtherm ore knee 
b ends ov erstretch the collateral 
ligam ents and lead to joint inst­ 
ab ility. 
In addition, cartilage 
can 
also 
b e dam aged 
when 
squatting and more so, when 
the toes are pointed outward

G u errilla s have a t­

Dambi Angola several 
times 
Albertina is 19, If she looks 
only 14 by American standards, 
the reason may be that she 
experienced a period of pro­ 
longed undernourishm ent as a 
child. Twelve years ago in Qui 
texe. a nearby town. anti-Portu­ 
guese guerrillas murdered set­ 
tlers. triggering Portugal's first 
modem colonial rebellion in Af­ 
rica 
The harsh Portuguese repres 
sion in response of the rebellion 
forced most of this area's peo­ 
ple to live for a tim e in the 
dense forests that cloak the 
surrounding hills Forest living 
is full of the kind of hardship 
that often leaves a m ark Even 
so. guerrillas (estim ated at 1,- 
500 to 2,500 men along with 
som e civilians) still rem ain 
there, 
For both Albertina and the 
Portuguese the journey to Dam 
bi-Angola village has been a 
long one 
Independent observers here 
express 
surprise 
that 
Portu 
guese blandishm ents have won 
g reater support from tins re­ 
gion’s peasants than has the 
guerrillas’ political indoctrina 
tion. But after literally centu­ 
ries of exploiting .Africans, the 
Portuguese seem at last to be 
changing 
their ways 
Or at 
least they have changed suffi­ 
ciently to more than hold their 
own against the guerrillas. 
In the 12 year?, since Quitexe. 
the Portuguese seem to have 
realized the value of countering 
guerrilla subversion by tangibly 
raising living standards 
The Portuguese have gath­ 


ered into villages people who 
used to live scattered across 
the land This has both compli­ 
cated guerrilla access to them 
and given the 
Portuguese a 
chance to provide the villages 
with 
wells, 
schools, 
sanitary 
fa c ilitie s, and d isp en sa ries. 
Some villages now are supplied 
with electricity; Dambi-Angola 
has had it for two years. 
Most men here farm coffee 
on small holdings of their own 
Some earn as much as $1,000 a 
year, a high annual income by 
rural African standards, and 
have bank accounts in Luanda, 
the capital Some villages have 
formed coffee producers’ coop­ 
eratives 
The guerrillas cannot com­ 
pete with these m aterial bene­ 
fits, especially guerrilla move­ 
m ents like the Popular Union 
for Angola (UPA), which oper­ 
ates in this area The Union has 
been accused of “ mountain-top- 
ism ." of sitting around parcel­ 
ing out the m inistries of Ango­ 
la ’s future governm ent rather 
than doing through political ed­ 
ucation work among the peas­ 
ants 
Because of these factors, the 
Portuguese say. the guerrillas 
have trouble holding their sup­ 
porters. Down the road at Cam- 
beje, form er UPA activits and 
supporters who have surren­ 
dered to the Portuguese are 
building a 
village for them ­ 
selves 
Among them is Francisco Al­ 
exandre da Cunha 
He denies 
ever fighting for the UPA but 
adm its to having commanded 
units of crop-growing civilians 
Before surrendering in Febru 
ary. he had spent almost 12 
years in the forest 
He finally decided to leave 
the forest when he met Momz. a 
form er guerrilla who had come 
back looking for his family As 
Francisco tells the story , he 
had thought the P o rtu g u ese 
would kill Momz When he* saw 
him alive, he decided to surren­ 
der too The fact that his wife 
had just had their first child 
may have influenced his deci­ 
sion. 
The evidence of Dambi .Ango­ 
la and Cambeje suggests that 
the Portuguese can give this 
region's peoples sufficient m a­ 
teria! benefits to hold the guer­ 
rillas at hay. But these very 
benefits may yet awaken new 
aspirations which cannot be so 
easily contained

A rthritis of the feet is especially common 
among persons with rheum atism elsewhere. 
It is often neglected and m issed because the 
pain is blam ed on fallen arches or poorly 
fitted shoes. The joints of the foot are more 
difficult to exam ine, yet statistics show that 
many types of arthritis involve the feet as 
often as the hands Ninety per cent of those 
with rheum atoid arthritis have some foot 
involvement. 
M istakes in diagnosis arc understandable 
because the arches of the foot

art> made up of joints that are 
held together by fibrous tissues 
The spaces between the .joints 
are separated by smooth synov­

The reform bill spells out this 
congressional timetable: 
By J une 30 of each y ear, all 
authorization bills must pass. 
By Aug. 1. the ov erall ceiling 
and spending targets for each 
major program must pass. 
Between then and Oct. 
1, 
indiv idual appropriations bills 
must pass. Normally there are 
13 major such bills, each the 
handiwork of 13 separate House 
and Senate subco mm ittees, 
each a bailiwick of power. 
By Oct. 1, a “ ceiling enforce­ 
ment bill,” the final trimming, 
must pass and the trimmed- 
down appropriations would take 
effect, simultaneous with the 
start of the new fiscal y ear.

Works Again 


BOSTON (UPI) -R obert J. 
CafareQi, who had his only re­ 
maining kidney removed, oper­ 
ated on, and then replaced, 
went home yesterday. 
A spokesman for the Boston 
University Medical Center said 
the 42-year-old North Andover 
man should be able to return to 
his job as teaching principal of 
the A rm itage E lem en tary 
School in Saugus within a 
month. 
The center said the operation, 
performed three weeks ago, 
was “believed to be the first 
application of so-called ‘bench’ 
surgery to a routine urological 
procedure involving a cassette 
chamber.” 
Two teams of surgeons, head­ 
ed by Dr. Carl A. Olsson, took 
seven hours to remove tumor­ 
ous masses which were deter­ 
mined to be noncancerous, but 
“locally destructive” to the or­ 
gan. The team removed the 
kidney, placed it in a surgical 
’casette' atop an apparatus that 
bathed the organ in a special 
fluid, and proceeded to repair it 
—all of this a distance away 
from the patient.”

pass appropriations bills and 
would finally' cut the appropria­ 
tions if their overall total ex­ 
ceeded the approved overall 
ceiling. 


Until this final trimming, no 
appropriation could be spent. 
To give Congress time to 
achieve systematic control over 
spending, the bill would push 
back the start of the fiscal 
year, probably until Oct. 1. The 
fiscal year now starts July 1 to 
give Congress six months to 
enact authorization bills, which 
establish program levels but 
are subject to later appropria­ 
tion. 
The process always takes 
more than six months, so many 
governm ent agencies are 
forced to operate in the new 
fiscal year at the prior year’s 
spending levels. 
The reform bill spells out this 
congressional timetable: 
By June 30 of each year, all 
authorization bills must pass 
By Aug. 1. the overall ceiling 
and spending targets for each 
major program must pass. 
Between then and Oct. 1. 
individual appropriations bills 
must pass Normally there are 
13 major such bills, each the 
handiwork of 13 separate House 
and Senate subcommittees, 
each a bailiwick of power. 
By Oct. 1, a “ceiling enforce­ 
ment bill.” the final trimming, 
must pass and the trimmed 
down appropriations would take 
effect, simultaneous with the 
start of the new fiscal year.

In the San Francisco area 
and in Utah some dealers have 
divided pumping areas into 
“full service” zones and “no 
service” zones. In the former, 
the motorist gets his windshield 
washed and oil checked, but 
pays a penny or two per gallon 
more than the one in the “no 
service” area. 


Many dealers on the West 
Coast either have stopped car­ 
rying maps or are charging a 
dime and even a quarter for 
them. “Over the years, it’s 
been a million-dollar givea­ 
way,” said Bill Fleeup, a Chev­ 
ron owner in Los Angeles.

While swimmer Rick DeMont is busy getting 
squared away as a freshman student at University 
of Washington, the California Senate is officially 
praising the San Rafael Olympian. 
The senate passed a resolution, authored by 
State Sen. Peter H. Behr (R-Tiburon), recognizing 
the 17-year-old as “one of the foremost swimmers 
in the world.” 
Among the “whereases” in the official resolu­ 
tion, the senate gives tribute to his parents, 
Willard and Betty Jo, his brother and sisters, Ken, 
Diane and Jeanine, and his coach, Don Swartz 
(although it is incorrectly spelled Schwartz in the 
resolution*. 
It cited his 1972 world record in the 1,500-meter 
freestyle at the Olympic trials in Chicago in 
August of 1972 and then his Olympic triumph in 
the 400 meters, the winning of a gold medal and 
his later disqualification “due to an oversight of 
the Olympic officials in failing to examine his 
medical chart.” 
The resolution also made mention of Rick’s 
victories at the Santa Clara Invitational, the Los 
Angeles Invitational, the National Amateur Athlet­ 
ic Union meet at Louisville, Ky., and his world 
record in the 400 meters at the International Swim 
Meet in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, all this year. 
Said the resolution: 
“. . . be it resolved by the senate rules commit­ 
tee, that the members commend and congratulate 
Rick DeMont for his years of hard training, 
perseverance, many victories, and other contribu­ 
tions to the sport of swimming, which have 
brought great* honor to him and his family, the 
City of San Rafael, the state, and his country, and 
extend to him best wishes for every success and 
happiness in the years ahead.”

No-Foul-Out Rule 
Is Passed In ABA 


NEW YORK (UPI) -W ilt 
Chamb erlain, who nev er fo u led 
o u t o f a Natio nal Basketb all 
Asso ciatio n game, isn’t go ing to 
fo u l o u t o f an American Basket­ 
b all Asso ciatio n game, either 
And neither is any o ne else. 
The American Basketb all As- 
sciatio n Mo nday decided to in­ 
stitu te a no -fo u l-o u t ru le 
The tru stees o f the ABA p ass­ 
ed the rev o lu tio nary and co n­ 
tro v ersial ru le fo r regu lar sea 
so n games and p lay o ffs in 1973- 
74 b y a co nference call v o te. 
The ru le will b e in effect 
when the ABA starts its regu lar 
seaso n to mo rro w night. 
The v o te wasn’t disclo sed b u t 
it to o k a majo rity o f the 10 
owners to p ass the new ru le. 
The rule reads: “ No play er 
will be disqualified because o f 
the number of personal fouls he 
may accumulate during a game 
and ov ertime periods. When a 
play er commits his sev enth or 
succeeding fouls, the offended 
team will retain possession of 
the ball after the offended play ­ 
er attempts any free throw or 
free throws which he is award­ 
ed.” 
The rule had been in effect on 
an ex perimental basis for ex hi­ 
bition games. 
J im Chones of the Carolina 
Cougars got 
12 and 10 fouls on 
consecutiv e nights last week for 
the most fouls charged to a 
single play er in the ex hibition 
season. 
No other play er got more 
than sev en fouls. About 5 0 play ­ 
ers receiv ed six or more fouls 
in a game and were allowed to 
stay in. In the past, a play er 


fo u led when he was charged 
with his six th fo u l. 
So me skep tics said the ru le 
wo u ld increase fo u ling in the 
game Bu t an ABA stu dy o f the 
ex hib itio n games sho wed that 
fo u ls were u p less than o ne p er 
team o v er last y ear’s p reseaso n 
p lay . 
So me o f the details will b e 
iro ned o u t Tu esday . Amo ng the 
highly technical details o f the 
ru le to b e straightened o u t are: 


Whether free thro ws sho u ld

fo u l. 
Mike Sto ren, the co mmissio n­ 
er o f the ABA, said, “ I’m v ery 
hap p y that the tru stees hav e 
seen fit to ado p t this new ru le. 
We feel that it is in keep ing 
with p ast p o licies o f the ABA 
which hav e b een to ward b etter­ 
ing the game o f p ro b asket­ 
b all.” 
“We are the leagu e that intro ­ 
du ced the red, white and b lu e 
b all and the three-p o int field 
go al, and b o th hav e gained 
wide accep tance fro m all b as­ 
ketb all fans thro u gho u t the 
co u ntry ,” Sto ren said. ‘‘We 
ho p e that this latest ru le will 
also b eco me an imp o rtant addi­ 
tio n to the game.

Is Passed In ABA 


NEW YORK (UPD -W ilt 
Chamberlain, who never fouled 
out of a National Basketball 
Association game, isn’t going to 
foul out of an American Basket­ 
ball Association game, either 
And neither is anyone else 
The American Basketball As­ 
sertion Monday decided to in­ 
stitute a no-foul-out rule 
The trustees of the ABA pass­ 
ed the revolutionary and con­ 
troversial rule for regular sea­ 
son games and playoffs in 1973- 
74 by a conference call vote. 
The rule will be in effect 
when the ABA starts its regular 
season tomorrow night

If you want to play safe, after 
taking dummy’s ace of hearts 
you return a low diamond from 
the dummy. This guarantees 
the contract. You will surely 
wind up with a score of 630

QUESTION OF ODDS 
The odds are 3-to-l 
that the 
diamonds will break favorably 
If you play the hand all-out four 
times, you figure to score 660 
points on three occasions and to 
lose 100 points on the fourth 
hand. Your total score for all 
four hands is 1,880 points. 
SCORING POINTS 
Now let’s suppose you take 
the same four hands and play 
them all safe. You score a sure 
630 points each time. Your total 
score for all four hands is 2,520 
points.

this winter, a tactic which the 
White House said would save 
over 400,000 barrels of oil per 
day — enough to heat 2 million 
homes.
